SALMON CANNING. 


The catching and canning of salmon 
on the Pacific Coast has developed 
into a very important industry during 
the last 12 years, but the business just 
now seems to be on the decline. In 
1869 there were 23,000 cases of salmon 
packei, and in 1871 35,000. This 
aggregate had in 1873 increased to 
102,723 cases, in 1876 to 428,730, 
and in 1887 to 963,126. This in- 
Grease has not been healthy, but 
hes been produced by unwise and 
destrubtive forcing of resources that 
at first seemed almost inexhaustible. 
The Bulletin ss ys the fish first began 
to disappear from the Sacramento. In 
1876 nearly all the fish that entered 


the river were intercepted on their 


way to the spawning ground, and the 
destruction would have been at once 
seriously felt except for the efforts of 
the Fish Commission, which began to 
hatch salmon and supply the river as 
well as they were able, though their 
appropristion for all purposes is but 
$5000 annually. For a while they 
seemed to keep ahead of the fisher- 
men; but this year the latter increased 
greatly in number, and not choosing 
to wait till their prey entered the 
river, stretched their nets across the 
Golden Gate and Raccoon Straits, 
and there expected their coming. 
If the disappointment of the fisher- 
mep were not a public loss we should 
be gratified to know that their rapa- 
city failed, for the season’s catch in 
all places and ways has been only 
about one-third that ot 1881. The 
experience in Oregon has been simi- 
lar.

Ido not profess to 
know Ismail's attitude towards French 
interviewers who have endeavored to 
learn bis views on the Egyptian situa- 
tion. 80 far he has been reserved 
and has politely refused any in forma 
tion. His Highness consented to see 
the Herald correspondent this after- 
noon. I inquired whether he believed 
the present conflict likely to assume 
a religious character. “Do you think,” 
said I, “that there is serious danger 
of its developing into a Pan Islam 
movement, or are you of the opinion, 
expressed to me some time back by 
the French Minister of Foreign A ffairs, 
that Pan Islamism is not so terrible as 


it has been painted!“
